one thousand five hundred) per mensem”. 


FIRE SERVICE MEDAL FOR GALLANTRY 


For existing sub-rule (a) of Rule (5), substitute the following: 

'‘When awarded for gallantry, the Medal as also the Bar to the Medal shall, 
subject to the conditions set forth for the President's Fire Service Medal for 
Gallantry, carry monetary allowance at a uniform rate of Rs. 900/- (Rs. nine 
hundred) per mensem irrespective of the rank of the recipient. The charges thereof 
shall be borne by the revenues of the Central Ministries/States/Union Territories 
and by the respective organizations in respect of personnel belonging to their Fire 
Services”.

RESOLUTION 

No. Q/Hindi/621/49/2009—The following Award Scheme for writing original books in Hindi on subjects 
pertaining to the Ministry of External Affairs is hereby published for general information. 

1. TITLE OF THE SCHEME 

The Scheme may be called 'Kautilya Award' yojana. 

2. OBJECT OF THE SCHEME 

The main objective of the scheme is to encourage authors to write books 
originally in Hindi on subjects relating to the Ministry of External Affairs. For this 
purpose and indicative list of subjects pertaining to the Ministry of External Affairs 
is given at Annexure-I. 

3. PERIOD OF THE SCHEME 

For the awards to be pronounced for any particular year, books/treaties 
published or manuscripts prepared during the preceding 2 years of the last date 
given in advertisement shall be considered. 

4. AMOUNT OF THE AWARDS 

The following amount will be given under the scheme: 

(a) First Prize Rs. 1,00,000/- in cash and felicitation. 

(b) Second Prize Rs. 60,000/- in cash and felicitation. 

(c) Third Prize Rs. 40,000/- in cash and felicitation. 

5. SPONSORSHIP OF THE AWARDS 

These awards shall be sponsored and financially supported by the Ministry of 
External Affairs. 
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6, ELIGIBILITY 

(i) Every Indian citizen, including officers/employees of Government of India/ 
State Governments/UTs,* shall be eligible to participate in the Scheme. 
The employees/officers of the Ministry of External Affairs excluding the 
Members of Evaluation Committee and Award Committee shall also be 
eligible to participate in the Scheme. 

(ti) Only books/treaties/manuscripts written on the subjects falling within the 
purview of Ministry of External Affairs will be accepted under the Scheme. 
Work of fiction shall not be eligible for any award under the scheme. 


(iii) The main part of the book/treaties/manuscript (typed in single space) must 
run into a minimum 100 pages (30,000 words approximately) excluding 
the annexure, appendix and other attachments. 

(iv) Any book authored by any Government servant in his official capacity or 
as a part of his official duty shall not be eligible for the award. 

(v) Any book authored by or published by or with the financial aid of the 
Central Government/State Governments/Union Territory Administrations 
or any Public Sector Undertaking or Autonomous body of the Central 
Government/State Governments/Union Territory Administrations shall not 
be eligible for the Award. 

(vi) Only original books and not translation shall be eligible for the Award. 


PROCUDURE FOR SUBMISSION OF THE ENTRIES 

I. The author shall submit the entry form dully filled in (Annexure -II). 

II. The author shall submit his/her entry form with 5 copies of the 
book/manuscript alongwith five copies of short summary. 

III. The books/manuscripts received under this Award Scheme shall not be 
returned. 

IV. An author may send only one entry under a particular period of the 
scheme. 

V. The entries should reach on or before the last date indicated in the 
advertisement. 

VI. The author honored for the year cannot participate in the scheme for next 
one year. 
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8. EVALUATION COMMITTEE 

a. An Evaluation Committee shall be constituted under the scheme to 
examine the entries and to recommend the awards. Three Non-Official 
Members as experts on the subject having knowledge of Hindi will be co¬ 
opted in the Evaluation Committee. 

b. The entries received under the scheme shall be sent to the members of 
Evaluation Committee who will submit their views and comments to the 
Ministry within one month. The Award Committee of the Ministry shall 
decide First, Second and Third prize after considering the 
recommendations submitted by the Evaluation Committee. 

c. Non-Official Members of the Evaluation Committee shall be entitled for 
honorarium at the rate of Rs. 5000/- per entry. They shall also be eligible 
for other allowances for attending the meetings, if necessary, as 
admissible under the rules. 


9. AWARD COMMITTEE 

An Award Committee will be constituted for taking decision on the 

recommendations of the Evaluations Committee. The Award Committee will 

consist of three officials. 

10. GENERAL TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

The participants of the scheme shall abide by and shall be governed by the 

following terms and conditions:- 

1. The entries shall be invited from the authors through open advertisements in 
leading Newspapers/Journal including the Employment News. 

2. Manuscripts (typed)/Books written/treatise published during the prescribed 
period in which the scheme is in force shall only be accepted for 
consideration. 

3. Ministry will not be responsible for late receipt or loss in transit of 
books/treatise/manuscripts. 

4. Books/treatise/Manuscripts received after the due date shall not be 
considered. 

5. Author shall furnish a certificate to the effect that the work is his original and 
does not violate the copyright of any other author under the Copyright Act(As 
amended from time to time) 1997. The authors shall continue to have the 
copyright of their books/treatise/manuscripts even after the receipt of awards. 

6. The book/treatise/Manuscript shall not be the Hindi version of a book already 
written or published in any other language by the same author. 
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7. A book/treatise/manuscript which has already received an award under any 
other scheme of t he Government shall not eligible for consideration. 

8. If there are more than one author of a book/treatise/manuscript, the award will 
be equally divided among them. 

9. No correspondence shall be entertained regarding selection of a 
book/treatise/manuscript for award. 

10. Award shall be given at a function or at any other appropriate occasion, 
information of which shall be given to the Award Winners by the Ministry of 
External Affairs. 

11. Award winners shall be eligible for second class railway fare or bus fare, as 
the case may be from the nearest railway station to the venue of the award 
ceremony and back. 

12. Ministry of External Affairs shall have exclusive right to select the recipients of 
the awards and as regards its selection procedure. 

13. An entry sent earlier shall not be considered again if it is sent for 
consideration in subsequent years. 

14. The decision of the Award Committee will be final and no request/appeal can 
be made to any authority against the decision of the Committee. 

15. The Ministry shall have the right not to select any of the entries for the award 
in case the number of entries is insufficient on which the decision of the 
Ministry will be final. 

16. Award amount will be given only after the book is published.

Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of Higher Learning as 
an Institution 'deemed-to-be-university.' 

2. And whereas, an application was received in-February, 2006 from Pandit Dwarka Prasad 
Mishra Indian Institute of Information Technology, Design & Manufacturing, Jabalpur, Madhya 
Pradesh, an autonomous body of the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Government of India, 

. seeking declaration as an Institution ‘deemed-to-be-university’ (under De Novo Category) under 
Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956; 

3. And whereas, the University Grants Commission has examined the said proposal and vide its 
communication bearing No.6-2/2006(CPP-l) dated the 20 th April, 2009, recommended to the Central 
Government to declare Pandit Dwarka Prasad Mishra Indian Institute of Information Technology, 

Design & Manufacturing, Jabalpur, as an Institution ‘deemed-to-be-university’, under de novo 
category, provisionally with effect from 2005-2006, subject to annual review for five years; 

4. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the 
Central Government, on the advice of the University Grants Commission (UGC), hereby declare that 
Pandit Dwarka Prasad Mishra Indian Institute of Information Technology, Design & Manufacturing 
(PDPM-IIITDM), which is presently functioning from its temporary campus at the current location in IT 
Bhavan of the Government Engineering College, Jabalpur, Madhra Pradesh, shall be an institution 
‘Deemed-to-be-University’, under the de novo category, for the purposes of the aforesaid Act, 
provisionally for a period of five years, with effect from the academic year 2005-2006, subject to the 
following conditions: 

(i) The declaration as made above shall cover the academic courses already started by 
PDPM-IIITDM since July, 2005 and also the students who had been admitted to those 
courses from the academic year 2005-2006 onwards; 

(ii) PDPM-IIITDM shall complete the phases of development of its own campus at the land 
allotted by the Government of Madhya Pradesh in Jabalpur at the earliest. It shall provide 
and maintain adequate infrastructure and other basic facilities & amenities at its new 
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campus as per the norms prescribed under the guidelines of the UGC pertaining to 
Deemeb-to-be-Univer$ities; 

(iii) The functioning of the PDPM-iitTDM as well as its performance shall be reviewed 
annually by the UGC through an Expert Committee for five years. The declaration of 
PDPM-HTDM as an Institution 'Deemed-to-be-University 1 shall be confirmed after five 
years on the basis of the reports of the Expert Review Committee of the UGC and the 
recommendations of the Commission thereon; 

(iv) PDPM-IIITDM shall revise & amend its Memorandum of Association (MoA) and Rules as 
per the ‘model' constitution of MoA/Rules prescribed by the UGC in consultation with the 
UGC and in concurrence with this Ministry. For this purpose, it shall also incorporate the 
specific suggestions/recommendations made by the Expert Committee of the UGC in its 
respective Inspection Report for inclusion of provisions for a Registrar and a Finance 
Officer. The appointment, powers and functions of the Registrar, Finance Officer and 
Deans shall also be specifically defined under the MoA/Rules. The MoA/Rules shall also 
reflect the exact nomenclature of the Institution, viz., Pandit Dwarfca Prasad Mishra Indian 
Institute of Information Technology, Design & Manufacturing. 

(v) PDPM-IIITDM shall not offer / award any degree that is not specified by the UGC. It shall, 
for this purpose, ensure that the nomenclatures of the degrees, etc. to be awarded by it 
are specified by the UGC under Section 22 of the UGC Act, 1956. PDPM-IIITDM shall 
also, accordingly, take immediate steps in consultation with the UGC for inclusion of its 
M.Design (Master of Design) course under Section 22 of the UGC Act, 1956. 

(vi) PDPM-illDM shall implement all the suggestions / recommendations made by the Expert 
Committee of the UGC in its respective Inspection Report submitted to the UGC) in regard 
to the aspects pertaining to the academic courses/programmes, reduction in the number 
of core courses and prescription of more electivies, course content, curriculum of the 
Institute & its revision, so that the deficiencies/shortcomings observed by the Committee 
are rectified immediately to bring about the recommended improvements. 

(vii) PDPM-IIITDM shall ensure that standards of education maintained at the institute are 
hiqher than the minimum prescribed by the Ail India Council for Technical Education 
(AICTE). 

5. The declaration as made in Para 4 above is subject to fulfillment / compliance of further 
conditions mentioned at Sr. No.4 of the endorsement to this Notification.
